NO PROFITEERING 
IN MILLING INDUSTRY 



Says Julius Barnes, Wheat Direc- 
tor During War, Who Sub- 
mits 



Local millers have just receiv- 
ed a comprehensive statement by 
Julius H. Barnes, United States 
Wheat Director, refuting charges 
made to the United States Labor 
Board of alleged "profiteering" in 
the milling industry. It will be 
of interest alike to the consumer 
and producer. 

Mr. Barnes stated that there 
could not have been profiteering 
between the farmer and consumer 
under the Food Administration 
and the W heat Director because 
flour and bread prices did not 
keep pace with the advance in the 
price of wheat. 

Bread prices to the consumer 
in the United States have advanc- 
ed only 100 per cent- since 1913. 
while in the same period retail 
flour advanced 145 per cent and 
wheat 200 per cent.

Mr; LaAick asserted in state-ll 
me'ntSjtb the Board that one-third 
of tligrcpdt "of flour to the consum-ii 
er ^presents profits and that t^'o) 
tlwrds of tlris profit may be laid tq 
profiteering, carried on under j 
gervenment supervision. 

Beiftg obvisously based on t lie j 
report of the Federal Trade Com- j 
mission on Flour Milling and Job-! 
bing. which appeared in April,! 
1918, Mr. Barnes calls the atten- 
tion of the Board to the fact that : 
the Lauck analysis is drawn from 
a statement of conditions 'which 
existed before the war. although 
an inference is that it refers to a 
situation created under the P 
Administration and the author- 
ity of the Wheat Director. 

lie also points out that there 
are several serious errors in Mr. 
Lauck's report. Aside from these, 
he directs attention of the Labor 
Board to the fact that the true 
measure of whether, under the 
Food- Administration and W heat 
Director, "profits and profits" 
Were piled up against the consum- 
er, is in the relation between the 
price of wheat and the prite of 
bread. « 

Figures in Mr. Barnes' state- 
ment show conclusively that flour
